Mott  persons  think  thstthe  reason  whjr  the  Weat  end  of  London  or  New 
York  is  more  fashionable  than  the  East,  i*  nothing  morn  than  th#  topograph¬ 
ical  figuration  of  the  capital  But  the  Academy  of  Science#  of  Paris  has  pro¬ 
nounced  this  opiniou  to  be  a  delusion,  as  wa  learn  from  an  article  in  the  Lon¬ 
don  Aihencum.  _  ,  _ 

In  the  first  plaoe,  it  appears  that  it  is  not  only  at  London,  but  at  Parts,  Vi¬ 
enna,  Berlin,  Turin,  St.  Petenburgh,  aod  almost  every  other  capital  in  Eu¬ 
rope — at  Liege,  Caen,  Montpelier,  Toulouse,  and  several  other  large  towns — 
wherever,  in  fact,  there  are  not  great  local  obstacles — the  tendency  of  the 
wealthier  inhabitants  to  group  themselves  to  the  west  ia  almost  as  strongly 
marked  as  in  the  “great  metropolis."  In  the  second  plaoe,  at  Pompeii  and 
other  aocieut  towns,  the  same  thing  may  be  noticed  ;  and  In  the  third  place, 
where  the  local  figuration  of  the  town  necessitate#  an  Inoreaee  in  a  different 
direction,  the  moment  the  obstacle  oeaees,  houses  spread  toward  the  weal 
This  la#t  faot  may,  it  ia  stated,  be  particularly  observed  at  Rome,  and  to  a 
certain  extent,  at  Edinburgh. 

When,  then,  all  oitiee  and  towns  have  their  beet  district#  la  the  west.  It  ia 
clear  that  th*  cans#  of  it  must  be  some  general  lew  eatirely  distinct 
'looal  situation.  W  hat  ia  that  law  ?  “It  ariaea  from  ike  atmospheric 
pressure,”  answers  the  Academy  of  Science.  “When  the  barometric  oolamn 
rises,  smoke  and  penrioious  emanations  rapidly  evaporate  in  spece.  In  the 
contrary  case  we  see  that  smoke  and  pernicious  vapors  remain  in  apartment# 
and  on  th#  aarfac*  of  th*  soil  Now,  every  on*  knows  that  ot  all  winds,  that 
whioh  causes  the  greatest  ascension  of  the  barometric  oolamn  is  that  of  th* 
east,  and  that  whioh  lowers  the  moat  (a  the  west.  When  the  latter  blows,  it 
has  the  inconvenience  of  carrying  with  it  to  the  eastern  part  of  the  town  all 
the  deleterious  gases  which  it  meets  hi  ita  passage  over  th*  western  pert*.  It 
resalu  from  that  that  the  Inhabitants  of  the  eastern  part  of  the  town  have  to 
support  not  only  their  oyrn  emoke  and  miasma,  hot  those  of  the  western  pert 
of  ine  town,  brought  to  them  by  the  weat,  winds. 

|*  “When  on  the  contrary,  the  east  wind  blows,  it  purifies  the  air  by  eaosing 
to'  ascend  the  pernicious  emanations  Whioh  it  oennot  drive  to  the  west. 
Consequently,  the  inhabitant#  of  the  waat  receive  pure  air  from  whatever  pert 
of  the  horiaon  it  may  arrire;  and  it  may  be  added  that,  aa  th*  weat  winds 
are  those  which  moat  frequently  prevail,  they  are  the  first  to  receive  the  air 
pure  and  aa  it  arrives  from  tbs  oountry." 

After  thus  explaining  why  the  western  parts  era  the  best,  the  Academy 
makes  these  recommendation*  :

Thursday  tound  Mr.  Tilton  in  his  custo 
marj  seat  and  the  hangers  on  in  tlieir  usu¬ 
al  places.  Not  the  least  among  the  many 
question*  propounded  at  the  preaeut  tune  is 
"how  on  earth  do  these  men  obtain  a  live¬ 
lihood? 

Tbe  identical  facet  which  on  the  first 
day  of  the  trial  beamed  upon  the  contes¬ 
tant*  *nd  on  tbe  array  ot  distinguished 
counsel  now  haunts  the  reporter  in  his 
dreams.  They  seem  to  have  taken  root 
upon  the  floor,  thrive  on  every  window  sill, 
sad  blossom  oa  the  wall.  Would  that 
tbe  bouquet  were  different. 

The  day  opened  with  the  annunciation 
of  Mr.  Tilton**  political  and  social 
theories,  which  by  this  time  have  become 
pretty  well  known.  Numerous  article  and 
poems  were  produced  and  read  in  evi¬ 
dence,  all  of  which  consumed  much  time. 

Mr.  Beecher's  letter  to  tbe  Cincinnati 
Convention  ioilowed,  when  Mr.  Tilton 
testifild  that  he  had  taken  direct  issue 
with  Mr.  Beecher  on  this  point,  which 
caused  a  difference  between  them.

In  tbi*  reply  Mr.  Tilton  held  that  in¬ 
asmuch  as  true  love  wa*  the  basis  of  mar 
nage,  when  that  lave  terminated  the  mar- 


bathe  st  Coney  Islaud,  although  that  is 
what  people  generally  go  llitra  for.  It 
tnnapirud  also  that  Mr*.  Woodhull  and 
her  sister,  Tenme  0.  Clafliu,  also  luimd 
oat  in  honor  of  M«ns.
